ever, whereupon they committed us to the 
Common- Goal, with a ſtrict Order (as we 
were told ſeveral times) that none of our 
Friends ſhould be permitted to come at us, 
nor that no manner of Proviſion ſhould be 
brought in unto us, and the Goaler being 
ready to obſerve their Order, we were kept 
near upon eight Weeks ſo cloſe, that in all 
that time the Door was not once opened by 
the Goalers Order (that we know of) to let in 
any Proviſion to us, and we being ſhut ap in 
an high Chamber, were therefore ſo much 
the more ſtraitned. And when the Bayliffs 
were ſpoken to concerning the Goaler's ſevere _ 
Dealing with us, they or one of them replied, _ 
"They 4w0111d carry him out in what he did, and 
that we ſhould not have any thing but what we 
vad of the Goaler : Howbeit, afterward we 
had ſo much Privilege as to have our Victuals 
handed in at the Door: We have now re- 
mained here above twenty-three Weeks, and 
have not yet been brought to any further 
Trial.

As one of them, Anthony Prefton, was 
ſtanding behind the Goal-Door which was thick and heavy, che 
Goaler threw the Door with Violence againſt him, intending to 
have cruſht him between that and a Stone Wall behind him, but 
was providentially prevented by his timely prceiving it, and 
breaking the Force with his Hands. However, to ſuch as ſaw

* Juſtice of the Peace, with Soldiers, came to 
a Meeting there, and fell upon the Perſons aſ-

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and Faces in a barbarous manner ; ſome. whom 
they met on the Road they knockt down, threw 
one into a Pond of Water, and then ſtanding on 
each Side, threatened to. Piſtol him 1f he came 
out, Others they wounded ſo that the Blood 
ran about their Heads, and few eſcaped unhurt. 
Between the 21ſt of the 1oth Month 1660, 
and the 17th of the firſt Month following, were 
committed to 1chefter-Goal, for being at Meet- 
ing and refuſing to take the Oath of Allegiance, 
212 Perſons, whoſe Names are expreſſed in the 
Alphabetical Index at the End of this Volume.

Their Uſage there was very hard, Lombard 
the Goaler, and his Under-Keepers, haling ſe- 
veral of them from Priſon to Priſon, uſing many 
vile and wicked Words, and ſhutting up thirty 
or forty of them together in a cold Cockloft, 
and another Place, where they had ſcarce room 
to lie down, and permitting neither Meat, Drink 
nor Bedding to be brought by their Friends, 
nor had they Liberty ſo much as to eaſe their 
Bodies but in the ſame Room. Some of them 
were denied Straw to lie on, and even Water to 
drink. Thoſe who came to viſit and relieve 
_ them were very much abuſed, and their Provi- 
ſions ſometimes taken away, and given to the 
Felons. Two of them, Fohn Anderdon and 
Richard Lincoln, were put in Fetters of Iron, and 
ſo kept for ſeveral Days and Nights, and led in 
them through Hcheſter Town by the Hangman, 
to the Afﬀtoniſhment of the ſober Inhabitants. 
Samuel Curtis and five others, were chained in

About the End of the Summer 1663, Poſepb 
Fuce, Samuel Fiſher, George Brigſtock and Tho- 
mas Moore, were taken together. at a Meeting 
at-Charlewood, and committed to the White 
Lyon Priſon in Southwark, where they lay a 
long Time, and two of them, viz. Samuel H. 
her and Foſeph Fuce died there. 

Samuel Fiſher was a Man of great Parts and 
Literature, formerly a Pariſh Preacher at Lidd 
in Kent, but voluntarily relinquiſhed his Bene- 


ciety with the People called Baptiſts for ſome 
Time: In the Year 1655 he became convinced 
of the Truth as profeſſed by the People called 
Quakers, and through Obedience thereto, be- 
Came a faithful Miniſter of the ſame, and tra- 
velled much in the Work and Service of the 
Lord, not only in England, but in other Coun- 
tries. At Dunkirk in 1 he had good Ser- 
vice both in teſtifying againſt the Idolatry of the 
Prieſts and Fryars, and in declaring Truth to 
the Eugliſh Garriſon there. He afterward tra- 
vailed on Foot over the Alps to Rome, and bore 
a faithful Teſtimony againſt the N N in that 
City. After his Return to England in the 
four laſt Yeats of his Life his D ee were 
very great, for in 1661 he was ſeveral Months 
a Priſoner in the Gatehouſe at Weſtminſter : Soon 


paſſing the Streets, and ſent to Wood. ſtrect Comp- 


ter, and after ſome Time had to Guildball, 


where, refuſing to take the Oaths, he was com- 
mitted to Newgate, and lay there 16 Weeks.

riſoned a Maid, who they ſuſpected knew of

a Watchman, who it was ſaid, would not ſtop 
her, as ſhe came on Horſeback. into the Town. 
they ſeized her Horſe and Saddle, and commit- 
ted the Perſon in whoſe Cuſtody the Horſe was, 
to Priſon ; but the 1 innocent Woman, as ſoon as 
the Buſtle of their Search was over, came of her 
own Accord, to demand the Horſe and Saddle of

About the fucks time Anne Breen came out 
of Monmouthſhire, to viſit her Friends in Priſon, 
having travelled on Horſeback fourteen Miles in 
wet Weather: and was taken coming into the 
Town by the Watch, and being carried to the 
Bayliff, he ordered her to Priſon for that 
Night, and next Day ſent her out of Town by 
a Paſs to the next Conſtable, nor would they 
permit her to ſee any of the Priſoners. 
Another Woman, who had come fix Miles on 
Foot to ſee her Huſband, was denied that Fa- 
vour; as were ſeveral others of the Priſoners 
Wives, who were neither permitted-to ſee them, 
nor adminiſter to their Neceſſities ; nor were 
they ſuffered to have any "Proviſion brought 
them, except what was handed over two Doors 
at a conſiderable Diſtance one from the other.

Upon the coming out of the King's Procla- 
mation, in the Beginning of the Month called 
Fanuary 1660, the Deputy Lieutenants of the

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Judges, whom Sir Philip Muſgravt, a violent 
Man, bad endeavoured to incenſe, by informing 
them that Francis was a very dangerous Perſon, 
a Ningleader of the Quakers, and a great Up- 
holder of their Meetings. His * Examination 
at this Time we refer to in the Appendix, the 
Iſſue of it was, that the Grand jury having 
found the Bill, he was required to give Bond 
for his Appearance in Order to a Trial at the 
next Aſſizes, which refuſing to do, he was com- 
mitted to Priſon, and there kept till another 
Aſſize, which was in the 6th Month 1660. 
When the Judges came to Town, he procured 
the Copies of two Papers to be delivered them, 
one being a Declaration, containing the Sub- 
ſtance of the Oath required of him, and the 
other a modeſt Defence of himſelf for refuſing 
to Swear: Theſe Papers, he was informed the 
Judges read: At his F Trial, though he had a 
fair Hearing, and Liberty of Speech allowed 
him, yet the ſingle Point turning on his refuſing 
to Swear, he was found Guilty of the Indictment, 
and received Sentence of Premunire, upon which 
he was detained Priſoner ſeveral Years after, and 
at laſt finiſhed his Teſtimony by Death in Pri-

On the 20th of the ſame Month, Robert Bar- 
wick of Kelk, and Henry Gerrat of Newſom, were 
taken out of a Meeting at Harpham, and carried 
before one Juſtice Boynion, who committed 
them to the care of one of his Servants for that 
Night.

ſides him, then he fell on me and beat me 
again, then called his Boy to bring him two 
Seizings, and he ſeized my Arms to the Cap- 
ſtane's Bars, and cauſed the Men to heave the 
Capſtane abour, and in three or four times 
_ about, the Seizings were looſed, no 
n knew how, nor when, nor could they 
ever be found, although they ſought them 
with lighted Candles 3 then the Boatſwain's 
Mate ſeeing what was done, . cauſed all the 
Men to come from the Capſtane, and took 2 
Bible, and commanded. them all to Swear, 
© that they neither looſed me, nor knew how I 
* came looſe, (they all being willing to ar 
« he 
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he then ſearched their Pockets tor the Seizings; 
but could find none, ſo he let them go, then 
© he called them all again to him, and ſaid, 
Fear what I ſhall ſay unto you, you fee this is a 
« "oonderful thing, which is done by an inviſibi 
Hand, which looſed him, far none of your could 
« ſee his Hands looſed, that were ſo near him, I 
« ſuppoſe this Man, ſaid he, is called a Quaker, 
and for Conſcience Sake refuſeth to act, therefore 
I am affiifted, and do promiſe before God and 
« you, that I will never beat nor cauſe to be beaten 
« either Quaker or any other Man, that doth 
© refuſe for Conſcience Sake, to aft for the King, 
* if I do, I uiſb I may loſe my. Right Hand. 
„Then on the third Day came the Adm i- 
ral Sir Edward vprag on Board of his own 
Ship, called the Royal Printe, and hearing of 
« a Man that was preſſed on Board, that was 
© called a Quater, alſo hearing that the Boatſ- 
« Wain's Mace had beaten me much, and had 
given me over, and had denied to beat me 
any more, he was therefore called to come 
before the Admiral, to anſwer for himſelf, 
* why he would not beat the Quaker; he ſaid, 
I have beat him very ſore, and 1 ſeized bis Arms 
« to the Capſtane Bars, and forced them to heave 
« him about, and beat him, and then ſat down; 
and in three or four times of the Capſtane's going 
about, the Seizings were looſed, and be came 
and ſat down by me, then I called the Men 
from the Capſtane, and took them fiworn, whe- 
* they had looſed him or no, but they all denied 
© that they either looſed him, or knew by what 
* Means be was looſed; neither could the Seizings 
ever be found; therefore I did, and do believe, 
it was an inviſible Power that ſet him at Liberty, 
© ana I did promiſe before God and the Company, 
C 
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that I would never beat a Quaker again, nor 
any Man' elſe for Conſcience Sake : The Admi- 
ral told him he muſt loſe his Cane, he will- 
ingly yielded it; and told him, he muſt alſo 
loſe his Place, he was willing; alſo he told 
him he muſt loſe-his Right Hand, he held it 
out, and ſaid, Take it from me if 
ſo they took his Cane from him, nf diſplaced 
him. So the Commander gave Order to the 
{ſeven Yeomen, to beat me, whenever they 


ou pleaſe, 


met with me for ſeven Days and Nights, and 


make me work; they being called to an Ac- 
count what they had made me do, told the 


Commander they had all beaten me until they 


were weary, and could not make me work, 
ſo they deſired to be excuſed: Then the eighth 
Teoman was called, who promiſed he would 
beat me and make me work, and he did beat 
me for a Day and a Night when he met with 


me; and being weary he deſired to be excuſed. 


Then the Commander ſent for me upon 


Quarter Deck before him, and cauſed my 
Cloaths to be ſtript off, Shirt and all, from 
my Head to my Waſte downward, then he 
took a View of my Body, to fee what 


. Wounds or Bruiſes I had, but he could find 
none; no, not ſo much as a blue Spot in my 


Skin: Then the Commander was angry with 
them, for not beating me enough. Then Cap- 
tain Fowler anſwered him and faid, I have beat 
bim my ſelf as much as would have killed an Ox: 


The Jeſter ſaid, He had me hung a great while 


by the Arms up aloft in the Shrouds ; the Men 


ſaid, They alſo had beat me very ſore, and they 


might as well beat the Main- Maſt. Then faid the 
Commander, I will cauſe Irons to be laid upon 


him during the King's Pleaſure and mine: Then 


the Boatlwain was Calle, and commanded 15

« call the Ship's Company together, and make 
ready the Irons; the Commander Sir Edward 
« Sprag ſaid, You Gentlemen Sailors and Soldiers ;: 
« zwhoſoever ſerves here under me for the King, on 
Board of bis Majeſty's Ship called the Royal- 
Prince, the Admiral of the Blue, you are td 
tale Notice, that here is a Man on Board called 
4 Quaker, be is to be laid in Irons during the. 
« King's Pleaſure and mine, for refuſing to fight. 
and eat the King's Victuals; therefore I charge 
« you all, and every Man, that none of you give 
« or ſell him any Vittuals, Meat, Drink, or Water, 
« for if you do, you ſhall have the ſame Puniſh- 
« ment that be hath : So this being called three 
« times over, he commanded the Boatſwain ta 
take me away and put me in Irons, ſo I being 
kept in Irons ſix Days and Nights, and falling 
« ſick of a Fever, I grew very weak, inſomuch 
that when I was ſet out to eaſe my ſelf, (which 
« was but once in Twenty-four Hours) I could 
neither ſtand nor go, ſo the Officer that let 
« me out called ſome of my Countrymen to 
« carry me into the Ships- Head, to eaſe my felf, 
and bring me in again to the Irons, then the 
Officer took Pity of me, and bid me lay down 
upon the Bilboes that Night, and he would hap 
5 me with a Coverlid, 101 lay there that Night 
« and next Day till wipers, then the Offi- 
+ cer deſired me to go by the Way a little, ſee- 
ing all was quiet, and ſee if I cquld get a little 
« Reſt, ſo I being lame of a Leg with the Irons, 
vas Creeping over to the Larboard-f{ide of the 
Ship, the 1 coming down, ſaid, 
« Thou damn d Rogue (and 72 wicked Words) 
* baſt thou broken the Irons? and with that drew 
© his Rapier, and ſwore he would ſtab me, and 
and ſo drove me back again to the Irons, and 
called the Yeomen, and would have known 
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et me out, and ſaid, he ſhould be puniſhed, 
© and I wauld not tell him; but the ſame Teo. 
4 man came in the Croud, and | put my Hand 
out to him, and he locked it and none knew, 
I then being the King's Priſoner, I bid them 
« be gone, they had nothing to do with me; ſo 
© I remained in Irons fix Pays more, and re- 
covered very well of my Weakneſs ; then on 
s the ſeventh. Day at Night, ſeveral, all Sea- 
men, fell to drinking Brandy and playing at 
Cards, and became very loud, the Boatſwain's 
< Mate hearing of them came down, and deſire 
them to leave, they being full ot Drink woul 
+ not, ſo a Quarrel aroſe, and the Boatſwain's 
Mate cried out, Murder ! and immediately 
+ there came Aſſiſtance to him, but the Men 
ran away and hid themſelves, only. two were 
taken and put in Irons with me, 
+ Now I ſhall ſpeak a little of the C 
© Mates Kindneſs to me, When þ had been in 
Irons ſome Days, and my Food being taken 
from me, which was three Days VXctuals, 
that I had left of that which Thomaſin Smales 
and Mary Stringer ſent me in Bridlington-Bay, 
+ he came in the Croud and joined himſelf fo 
s near me, that he put about a Pint of Brandy 
into my Pocket, and no Man knew; likewiſe 
s ſome Meat, and none knew; and told me 
s he would ſupply me daily, for ſaid he, I have 
Meat of my own which is nat at the King's Charge; 
and ſaid farther, that he had a ſtrit Charge 
given him by his Wife and his Mother, before 
he came on Board, that if any Quaker came 
+ on Board with him, he ſhould be kind to him, 
and he had lately received a Letter from them, 
wherein they charged him to remember his 
Promiſe, and be kind to Quakers if any were 
don Board, but there being ſome Occaſion

er's 
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© more than ordinary, he was taken off on Board, 
and I had nothing for three Days and three 
Nights; the two Men before ſpoken of that 
were in Irons with me, while the Commander 
was with us, the Men would lie no where but 
upon me, and as foon as he was gone, they 
laid off me, and gave me Brandy to drink, 
and promiſed me they would not hurt me, 
then the Lieutenant came at the middle of the 
Night, and found them lying upon me, he 
F * asked why they did lye upon me, they faid, 
ou would 754 him killed, ſo now we will 
til! him for you; then he came down the 
”Y „ third time in the Morning, and found them 
© lying upon me, for they ſet one to watch his 
* coming, and he found them lying very cloſe 
* Pon me, ſo that he could ſee Jerking 1 my 
Feet, I being fo preſſed and weak that he 
9 0 ſcarce hear my Voice. | 
Then the Lieutenant went to Sir Edward's 
* Cabbin-Door and knocked, the Boy anſwered 
© who is there, he told him it was the Lieute- 
© nant that would ſpeak with Sir Edward,” for 
© there had been a Mutiny in the Ship by ſome 
3 Men playing at Cards, and they had beat the 
© Boatſwain's Mape, he told chem he ſhould 
have laid thern in Irons, and not called on

Fe alſo ſai ea ir Ed- 
ward 4 r er, that b poor Quaker 
hon * yet, that wwas laid in reew Weeks fince, and 
* they wpill Tit no where" hut upon Bim, and they 
x Wo kit bim for us. He bid him go to the 
* Yeoman that had the Keys, and take him out 
* of the Bilboes, and put up à Flag at the 
« Miſſen-Maſt's Head, and call a "Council of 
War, which was done, then the Captains of 
Kaas: other Ships all came on Board; to anſwer the 
N 4 Council 


Morning, (it being the firſt Day of the Week) 
* ſo I being brought before the Council of War, 

© the Commander asked me, F I uould go on 
Board of an Hoy that was a Tender, and bad ſix 
F Guns, I refuſed, and deſired to ſtay on Board, 
© and bear the Puniſhment that I had to abide; 
then he bid the Council of War go on with 
their Buſineſs, ſo they did proceed, and I be- 
ing ſet on a Bulk Head, being ſo lame with 
* the Irons that I could not ſtand, and hearing 
them paſs Sentence of Condemnation upon me: 
* the Judge was a Papiſt, being Governor of 
Dover- Caſtle, and went to the &a on Plea- 
© ſure, ſo they could not tell at preſent what 
Death to put me to; the Judge ſaid I ſhould 
© be put into a Barrel or Cask driven full of 
Nails, with their Points inwards, and ſo rolled 
to Death; but the Council of War taking it

© agreed to hang me, and I hearing them ſpea

any Power to ariſe or to open my Mouth, but

* ing to riſe again the ſecond time, there came 
* a Motion within me, being the Power of God, 
* as a Voice within, and bid me, be ſtill, be ſtill,

* comforted, then I believed God would ariſe ; 
and when they had done ſpeaking, then God 
* did ariſe, and I was filled with Power of 
s God, and my Spirit lifted up above all Earth- 
ly Things, and wonderful Strength was given 
me to my Limbs, and my Heart full _ the 
Fin: . Power 
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Power and Wiſdom of God, and with glad 
| - Tidings my Mouth was opened, to declare to 
© the People the Things God had made manifeſt 
© to me: With Sweat running down, and Tears 
_ © trickling from my Eyes, I told them, The Hearts 
* of Kings were in the Hand of the Lord, and fo 
are both yours and mine; and I do not value 
* what you can do to this Body, for I am at Peace © 
Vith God and all Men, and you my Adverſaries: 
* For if I might live an hundred and thirty Tears 
longer, I can never die in a better Condition, for 
* the Lord bath ſatisfied me, that he hath forgiven 
me all things in this World, and I am glad thro 
* his Mercy, that he hath made me willing to-ſuffer 
*. for his Name's Sake, and not only ſo, but 1 am 
* beartily glad, and do really rejoice, and with a |

Then I had great Kindneſs ſhewed me by 
all Men on Board, but the great Kindneſs of 
the Lord exceeded all, for the Day I was 
condemned to die on, was, the, moſt joyful 
Day to me that ever I had in my Life time, 
and ſo remained exceeding joyful, until the 
very time that I was proclaimed a free Man: 
but ſoon after Troubles came upon me again, 
for I being laid upon the Deck one Night, (as

* fered both ſhould ſuffer : Then we eſpied the 
* Mate of the Ship walking, he being a ſober 
Man, we drew near him, and he perceived 
© we were both afflicted, and defired to know 

© what was the Matter, ſo we told him, We had 

- © a-weigbty Matter, and if be would be as faithful 

© #0 us, as wwe were one to the other, uc would de. 
© clare it to him; ſo he promiſed to be faithful 
to us, for he did believe it did concern him; 
then we told him the Matter, and he was fully 
© ſatisfied of the Truth of it, but faid he, 1 
© doth belong moſt ot all to the Pilot; fo 
< muſt ſpeak to him, and he being ſuch a brickle 
high Spirited Man, we ſcarce knew how to 
* ſpeak to him, but calling him to us, and 
walking with him, he took Notice of our

© we had a Matter to declare to him of great 
© Concern we told him, therefore we deſired him

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The King's Letter obtained was forthwith ſent 
over, and one Samuel. 'Shattock, a baniſht Qua-

Houſe where ſhe was, but two Conſtables in a 
Rage followed, and forced them all up to the

We proceed to give an Account of other Suf- 
ferers in this Colony, of whom Eliatim Mardell 
of Hampton was none of the Jeaſt :' He was fned 
for, . Chriſtiſon at his Houſe, 
and had taken from him a ſaddle Horſe worth 
about 141. He was alſo ſeveral Times fined for 
his Abſence from the publick Worſhip, and had 
not only his Cattle taken away, but his Marſh 
and Meadow-Land was alſo ſeized; ſo that al. 
molt his whole Subſtance became a Prey to the 
Devourer. . His Wife Lydia, a Woman of ex- 
emplary Modeſty, having ſeparated from the 
Church at Newbury, was ſeveral Times called 
thither to ew Reaſons for her - Abſence; at 
length ſhe found a Concern to go thither, and 
to teſtify againſt their Hypocriſy and.

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Salem, being with a Conſtable, in purſuit of his 
Prey, and wanting an Horſe for, Expedition, 
met with a Woman of Salem great with Child 
travelling on the Road on Horſeback, he ſtopt 
her, and by force, ſhe being very unwillin 
took her Horſe from her. The Violence he 
uſed on that Occaſion ſo affrighted the Woman 

that ſhe miſcarried, and her Child died, and ſhe 

herſelf was in extreme Danger of her Life. Nor 
do we find the leaſt Recompence made to the 
Woman or her Husband for ſo groſs an Abuſe: 
He that did it was a Man of Figure in the 
Church, and had enriched himſelf with the Plun. 
der of the Quakers Goods, going under the 
Name of Treaſurer, in whoſe Cuſtody the Sei- 
zures and Diſtreſſes were lodged, He had uſed 
his Intereſt to get that Employ, and having ob- 
tained it, behaved himſelf with much Haughti- 
neſs and Cruelty, hunting after the Meetings, 
Perſons and Eſtates of the Innocent, as a Wolf 
after the Sheep. Several Others, as worthy 
Members of the- Church as himſelf, were his 
Companions and Aſſiſtants in this Employ, viz. 
Samuel Arches, Benjamin Felton, Henry Skerry, 
and Thomas Rols. 

We may not paſs by the Caſe of Thomas New- 
houſe, who being at Boſton on a Lecture-day, 
went into the Worſhip-houſe, and ſtood ſilent 
till the Preacher had done, and then would have 
ſpoken by Way of Exhortation to the People, 
but was immediately haled away to Priſon, and 
2 few Hours after ſentenced by their Court, and 
the next Day whipt in the Market-place with 
Ten Stripes, and then out of Town with Ten 
more, which Puniſhment he again underwent 
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at Roxbury, and at Dedbam, and from thence 
was ſent away into the Woods: The like cruel 
Ufage he met with at Medſield for attempting 
to exhort the People in the Streets there. 

The next Inſtance which we ſhall give, doth 


particularly diſcover the ſet Purpoſe of the Ma- 


giſtrates, to oppreſs any whom they found fa- 


vouring the Quakers; the Caſe is this: There 


dwelt at Marblebead near Salem one Edmund 
Nicholſon, with his Wife Elizabeth, and two 
Sons Chriftopher and Joſeph ; this Family did 


manifeſt a Reſpect to thoſe called Dyakers, and 


at length were much taken Notice of for ſo do- 
ing, and the Rage of the Perſecutors was grown 
high againſt them; when a ſudden and melan- 
choly Accident miniſtred to their Enemies an 
Opportunity of Revenge. The ſaid Edmund 
Nicholſon was found dead in the Sea, by what 
Means was unknown; the Magiſtrates were in- 
tormed that his ſurviving Wife and Sons were 
Favourers of thoſe called Quakers, whereupon, 


though there was no reaſonable Cauſe of Suſpi- 


| ion, they apprehended and committed them 

all Three to Priſon, and ſome time after brought 
them to Trial on Suſpicion of Murder ; much 
cunning and ſubtle Malice was uſed to have 
convicted them, but *rwould not do, for as 
they were, ſo they appeared, altogether inno- 
cent, Notwithſtanding, they fined the Widow 
in a great Sum of Money, and ordered her ewo 


Sons to ſtand under the Gallows certain Hours 


with Ropes about their Necks, and to be whipt 
in the Market-place, which was executed with 
the-utmoſt Cruelty, infomuch that one of the 
young Men fell down as dead under his Suffer- 
ing: An old perſecuting Prieſt, Filſon, ſtand- 
ing by, was ſo far from Compaſſion, that when 
he ſaw their Patience and Conſtancy, he cried 
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Sur, Ab curſed Generation }, This: Crielty was 
inflicted purely. on the Score of Religion, for 
had they been guilry of the Crime charged, they 
muſt have been put to Death; and if innocent, 


| they ſhould not have been puniſned. 


To the Account of New England Sufferers 
may well be added thoſe who ſuffered Impriſon- 
ment in, and Baniſhmient out of the Dutch Plan- 
rations, ſince twas by the Inſtigation and Exam- 
ple ofthe Perſecutors in Ne- England that che 
: Dutch acted, excuſing themſelves in impriſoning 
and baniſhing the Quakers, by ſaying, That 
they did not hang them by the Neck as their Coun- 
trymen in New-England did. The Names of 
thoſe-who ſuffered at Fluſhing and Graveſands, 
yere, 2 * Bound, Jobn Tilton, and Mary 
is Wife, and her Son Samuel, Michael Spicer, 
Foſeph. Nicholſon, John Liddall, William Reap, 
Edward Wharton, Alice Ambroſe, Mary Tom- 
kins, and Jane Millard, The moſt of theſe 
ere impriſaned but a ſhort Time, and then 
Shipped Away : But the Caſe of John Bound 
was very hard, whom the Dy{cb Governour of 
Huſbing took from his aged. Father, and from 
his Wife and Children, and confined him a long 
Time in a cloſe Dungeon, where he was almoſt 
miſhed co Death: At length he was brought 
orth, ſentenced to be baniſhed, and ſhipt in 2 
Dutch Veſſel for Holland, without being ſuffered 
to ſee his Family before his Departure, Being 
come to Holland, he acquainted the States of the 
Hardſbip be had went through, and being by 
them ſet at Liberty, went to England, and 
from thence by Way of Barbadoes returned 
home again. Some Time after his Return, the

IN the Year 1661, two Elis Women were 


impriſoned in the Inquiſition at Malta, their 
Names were Katharine Evans and Sarah Chevers. 
They were there in all above three Tears: The 
Occaſion of their Impriſonment, with the extream 
_ Difficulties they underwent, and the many 
Temptations they lay under, from the Sol- 
licitations, Plottings, and Threats of Friars, 
with their wonderful Preſervations and Deliver- 
- ances, are largely ſet forth in. a Relation writ- 
ten by the ſaid Katharine Evans; out of which 
we have made the following Extract in her own 
7à⅛Eßß) 2c 
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E were at Sea between London and 

['Y - Plymouth, many Weeks, and one Day 
« we had ſome Trials; and between Plymouth 
and Labors we were thirty-one Days, and we 
© had many Trials and Storms within and with- 
bout, but the Lord did deliver us out of all. 
And when we carhe to Legborn with the reſt of 
* our: Friends, we went into the Town, and 
_ *; ſtayed there many Days, where we had Ser- 
vice every Day, for all Sorts of People came

© Iſle of Malta, where Paul ſuffered Shipwreck)

We thereſore will and require you to give 
a Stop to the ſaid Quakers, from proceeding 
< any farther in their Journey, either to Con- 
© ſtantiuople, or the preſent Court of the Grand 
Seigniour (viz. the Great Emperor of the 
* Turks) or to any other Place where our Au- 
© thority extends, ſhipping them away either 
directly for England, or any other Port at

This Warrant was diſpatched by a Meſſenger

to Smyrna, where it was forthwith put in Exe- 
cution ; for they were fetcht by Officers before 
the Conſul, and ſent away from Smyrna. About 
eight Days after they arrived at Zant, where 
Richard Scoſtrop was taken ſick and died: But 
Daniel Baker got Paſſage from thence to Venice, 
and ſo to Leghorn. Then in a French Veſſel to 
Sicily, and at length to Malta, to viſit the afore- 
ſaid Women in the Inquiſition there, who were 


Sufferers for the ſame Teſtimony which he alſo . 
bore. He got Admittance to the Lord Inqui- 
 Titor, and delivered his Meſſage to him in Ha- 


lian, thus, I am come to demand the juſt Liberty of 


my innocent Friends, the two Engliſh Women in 


Priſon in the Inquiſition, The Inquiſttor asked 
him, Whether he were related to them as an Hus- 


band or Kinſman, and whether he came out of Eng- 


land on purpoſe with that Meſſage. He anſwered, 
That he came from Leghorn for that End. The 
Inquiſitor replied, That they ſhould abide in Pri- 
fon till they died, except ſome Engliſh Merchants or

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others that were able, would engage or give Obli- 
_ gation for three or four Thouſand Dollars, condi- 
tionally, that they ſhould never return thither. 
This Anſwer he received ſeveral Times from 
the Inquiſitor, during his twenty four Days ſtay 
there, in which Time he viſited them with the 
Hazard of his Life, adminiftred to their Nece- 
| Mities, received ſeveral Letters and Papers from 
them to their Friends in England ; and altho' 
he was daily threatned with the Inquiſition, and 
followed to and fro by their Officers, yet a pe- 
culiar Providence attending him, he was pre- 
ſerved out of their Hands, and afterwards re- 
turned ſafe to Exgland, where we find him im- 
riſoned in Næugate on the 18th of the 5th 
onth 1662, oh = 
As to Jobs Stubbs and Henry Fell, they met 
with much the ſame Treatment at Alexandria, 
as the others did at Smyrna; being baniſhed 
from thence, as appears by the following Ex- 
tract of a Letter from the Exgliſʒ Conſul at 
Grand Cairo to an Exliſb Merchant at Legborn. 
I forgot to adviſe you, how that the Quakers 
« going down to the Marine, did throw Pam- 
phlets about the Streets, in Hebrew, Arabick 
and Latin; and if they had ſtaid a little longer 
it might have ſet them a burning.“ In the 
ſame Letter the ſaid Conſul, named Richard 
Bendige, intreated the ſaid Merchant, that if he 
knew of any Quakers intending to come that 
Way again, he would ſtop them.

Blood to leave thee and them, and to take ſuch . "_= 
an unknown Journey, is beſt known to him that 
ſeeth the Secrets of all Hearts, and what a Capa- 
city Iwas in is pretty well known to thy ſelf ; yet 
we paſſed according to the Information thou 
hadſt procured for us of the Way, together 
with what we got elſewhere, and we proſpered 
in our Journey, and arrived the 16th of the 2d

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Lord preſerved me out of the Hands of a wicked 
Man which 1 met wirhal, who ſeeing me a 
Stranger, would (its like) have Mid violent hands 
on me,” or have k nckt me on the head for. my 
Money, had not the Lord reſtrained him; and 
the Brethren, ſo called, wondered 1 was pre-

them, we got the Names of ſome more of their 
Families, Be one of thein was 300 Miles far. 
ther, at a City called Paztock, in upper Hun- 
garia, but ſome of them would have diſſuaded 
us from going any farther, but rather only to 
have viſited the Families thereabouts, which k 

could have been trees unto, but Joby was preſſed 
to go forwards, and I had not Freedomto leave 
him, he not wa their Language, Which I 
had. 


After that, we returned to Presburg, where 
ih Danube divideth itſelf, and it meets at Como. 
7a where we were taken, which happened as 
followeth 3 We finding a Boat going with Meal 
tothe Garriſon at New lane which lies in the 
Way to Pattock, we went along to her, and 
Fes we came near unto the Place, the Boat- 
men asked me, whether F had  Acquaintance 
there, I ſaid No, or whether we had a Pals, I. 
faid W: Then faid they it is dangerous going 
thither, becauſe they would be ſuſpicious of us ; 
and to travel farther in that Land, they being 
'Triburaries to the Tyrk, we ſhould'be in danger 
of being killed either by the Countrymen, or 
1 ſome of the Turks; and at .

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they did uſe to put Men to cruel Deaths" which 
have been found without Leave on the FTribu- 
tary Ground ; yet Jobn was deſirous to be at 
that Village which was near there, but ſaid the 
Boatmen, he will not take Counſel before ye ſhall 
remember our Words, and repent it when you can» 
not help it; and their Words had the more Im- 
preſſion upon me, becauſe I had ſeen a Night 
or two before in my Sleep, that which aſter- 
wards came to pals at Comora, where we arri- 
ved, and were brought into an Hungarian's 
Lodging, but could not underſtand one another, 
but the next Night they ſent for a Student from 
the College, who asked me in Latin, Whence 
we were, and whither we intended ? I told him 
we came from Great Britain, and deſired to be 
at Pattcck ; afterwards we entred into a Diſcourſe 
about Religion, ani when we parted, he ſaid, 
He wiſhed us well, though there was a vaſt Dif- 
terence in our Judgment, Sc. l 8 
The next Day we endeavoured to get over 
the River, and made Signs to a Countryman 
wich ſome Money, who began to make his 
Boat ready to help us; but an old Dutch Wo- 
man came forth and ſaid, Mat do ye ? And told 
me the Governour would preſently cauſe him to 
be hanged, it he ſet us over; ſo we let it reſt, 
and returned to our former Lodging, and the 
next Day I went over the Water on the South- 
fide of the Town, where I heard there were 
many Dutch People and Soldiers, hoping to 
find ſome Countrymen to ſpeak with, and ſome 
Books I took with me which J would willingly 
have ſent to Paztock, and coming by the Soldi- 
ers, asked for Countrymen, but finding none, 
I asked Leave of the Guard, and walked out 
into the Field, where a Trooper ſat Centine?, 
diſcourſed a little with him, and paſſed on far- 
8 8 2 ' there 
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ther, where ſome were plowing, and as I re- 
turned back there did meet me a Soldier of Capt. 
Fuſch's Company with two other, and having 
a Book in my Hand, called 4 Paper ſent forth 
into the World ts ſhew the Grounds and Reaſons 
why we denied the Prieſts of the Morid; he looked 
on the Title, and began voluntarily to tell me, 
that ſuch a Place was in Turkey, and if a Man 
went thither, he might have good Days there, 
Sc. but I faid, I will go from whence I came, 
and intending to return to Joby to the other ſide 
the Water again, the aforeſaid Soldier came to 
me again at the Water- ſide, and told me, I 
muſt come to the Captain, and when I came be- 
fore him, he asked for the Book, and looking 
on it, asked, If I was a Quaker? I ſaid, Tea, 
and he being in a Rage ſaid, Theſe Rogues ſhew no 
87 and ſaid, I was a young Hus come forth 
to ſeduce People, and make Uproars, c. and 
he cauſed the Soldiers to pull off my Cloaths, 
and ſearch me for Letters, and took my Money 
from me, and I ſpake ſomething to them to 
ive them to underſtand that they would not be 
5 done by, but he ſaid, ben you get clear, 
you ſhall have your Money again, but he did 
not think that ſhould be; ſo he ſent me to the 
Guard a while, and ſent for me again and

burning Matches to fetch me, and I little ex- 
ing leſs than preſent Death, had told ſome 
diers, I had a Companion in the Inn on the 
other Side, and he would marvel what was be- 
come of me, if he did not hear: Afterwards I 
was carried to the Officer aforeſaid, who asked 
me, if Mary bad continued always a Virgin ? To 
which when I had anſwered, Thou Rogue, ſaid:

Afterwards they went 
to our Lodging, and apprehended Jobn alſo, 
howbeit free of that Crime which they imputed 
to me, which was for going over; and in the 
Garriſon I was put in the Dutch Priſon. called 
the Stock- bouſe, and Fobn into the Hungarian's 
Vault, which was twenty Foot long, where 
they rack People, and there was a, private Gal- 
lows, a pair of Stocks, and a filthy Tubb of 
Excrements: And the aforeſaid. Officer took 
our Portmantle, but afterwards it was given to 
the Marſhall, who took what pleaſed him out 
of it, with the Bible and Papers, and Jeft the

I 
told him, a Student, with many more Words. 

And after the firſt Examination, one Colonel 
Fiſeb deſired to have me. brought forth before 
him, and he asked me ſeveral Queſtions con- 
cerping the Books, and who was the firſt Bringer 
up of this Doctrine? I told him, George Fox 
was one of the firſt Preachers of it in this Gene- 
ration, and becauſe I owned the Books afore- 
faid to be writ by the Motion of the Spirit of 
God, he was very bitter againſt me, and ſeve- 
ral cunning Queſtions he did ask me, as thereby 
to enſnate me, but it did not avail: Something 
he read in one of the Books concerning their 
Steeplehouſes, as Advice to People that they 
ſhould go no more to them, c. which ſeemed 

te be very odious to him, and he told one how 
he cauſed or would cauſe all them Books and 
Writings to be copied and ſent to his Prince 
at Meniz, and when he could ſpare them the 
Inquiſitor ſhould have them.

And then I thought, Now 5f the 
Lord do not aſſiſt me, they may perſwade him to 
peak the ſame Thing ; but when he came forth, 
he told me, He did not ſpeak as the other, for | 
that which the other bad affirmed was not true ; 
ah I thanked the Lord that this Pretence failed 
them,, 

But 7 1 the laquiitas, told me, the 
Books were enough, though there were nothing 
elſe, and asked me, Whether I knew not, chat 
the Catholicks had Laws to burn and i a 
Heretic, and ſuch as carried ſuch: Books. 
laid, I ſhould not have expected fach Dealing 
among good Chriſtians, and ſo did not tell him, 
1008 F knew well, chat mt were cruel and 
bloody enough, Then 
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Then he opened a Book of the corrupt . 
Laws, and read therein, how that ſuc rſons 
as do carry ſuch Bogks and Papers are to be 
rack d, Sc. And about this time was Jobz 
ſearched yet farther for Gold, by the Command 
of the Inquiſitor, and having taken ſo far off as 
one of his Shoes and Stockings, he was flow in 
taking off that where the Gold was, and the Mar- 
al thinking it tedious, and thinking there had 
been no more, bid him put them on again; 
and upon a certain time he gave it me, in halt a 
little white Loaf, when we ftood with the Sol- 
diers waiting to be called. And they ſeeing the 
Book called, The Way to the Kingdom, that it 
was printed at Amſterdam, aſked me, what Books 
I brought from thence to Falz, and how many, 
Sc. and one Morning having ſent for one of the 
Prieſts, he got that written Book of George 
Fox's, of the Apoſtacy of Chriſtendom, who look- 
ing on it, began to be hot and wrathful, ſay- 
mg, How are we, (meaning the Papifts) apoſia- 
tized ? and bow could that be proved? I aid, 
Friend, jt becometh not a ſpiritual Man to be 
fo furious, but gentle, meek, peaceable, &c. 
then was his Countenance daſhed, and he had 
litile more to ſay. The Inquifitor aſked me 
further concerning the Sacrament, Fc. and 1 
told him how Chriſt faid, The Fleſb profiteth 
little, it wa the Spirit that quickned,  &c. which 
ſeemed ſtrange to him; and he asked the Prieſt, 
Sir Father, how is that? who bethought him- 
ſelf, and ſaid he did remember. there was ſuch 
a Saying ; and more Words paſſed between us, 
which would now be too long ta relate: Farther 
the Inquiſitor aſked me, if f would be à Catho- 
lick ? 1 faid, if I ſhould be fo for Fear or Fa- 
vour of them, the Lord not requiring it of me 
[ ſhould not bavs Peace in my Conſcience, — 
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the Diſpleaſure of the Lord would be more in- 
rolerable than theirs: And as for compelling 
People, that did but make them Hypocrites, and 
doth not truly change the Heart; which the 
Prieſt could not deny bur that it was true. And 
notwithſtanding our Innocence, we heard the 
Governor would have us racked, which ſeemed 
to me according to Relation, a cruel Torment 
and in thoſe Days I often poured forth my Sup- - 
plication unto the Lord with Tears: And being 
almoſt every Day examined until the Eighth 
Day, they made ready Benches to fit on, lighted 
the Candle, and = Jobn out of his Room, 
and ſent for me, the Inquiſitor fitting there with 
wo more Officers, and the Marſhal and the 
Han man by them. e ot 399-1 | 
The Inquiſitor ſaid, William, that you may 
not think that we will deal with you as Tyrants, 
we will lay it before you, that you may tell 
what you know in time, for if you be racked 
you will be but a miſerable Man, and muſt have 
our Head cut off beſides. But I told him I 
knew no Evil, nor had had any ſuch thing in 
my Heart againſt them: Then he read a few 
Lines to this Purpoſe, V Leopoldus, Sc. Em- 
pu Se. having underſtood of two impeached 
Perſons, John Philly and William Moore, found 
by our Frontier Garriſons, our 'defire is they ſhould 
be racked 10 know their Intent. And then the 
Hangman according to Order, pyt on an Iron 
Screw hard on my Thumbs, and bid me Tell 
out: then flacked them, and ſcrewed them harder 
again, but that nat availing, he was commanded 
to proceed farther, and ſo he tied a ſmall Cord 
about my Wriſt behind my Back, and drew me 
up ſome Degrees on the Ladder, and tied my 
Hands to one of them, and another Cord about 
my Ancles, with a Battle of Wood between 


wy 
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my Feet, lifted up my Body quite from the 
Ladder, and at the firſt pull my leſt Arm gave 
a pretty loud Crack out of Joint, being ſhorter 
tied above that Wriſt-Bone, then he: was bid 
put it in Joint again, ſo he ſlacked; and they 
asked me, (having three things eſpecially to ask) 
1. Why I did ask the Student if one ſnould come 
to chem, and ſay he intended to buy ſomewhat 
of them, if they would then kill him? 2. Why 
we had deſired to be ſet over the Water at the 
Town; and who was the Author? 3. Why had 
L ritten up ſome of the Names ot their Garri- 
ſons and other Places, notwithſtanding I had 
thanwithe Map! edt ng! anal by 
And though he mentioned but three Queſtions 
at the firſt, yet he would have forced me to have 
told, whether F. Philly was an Engineer, a 
Gunner, or a Miniſter? Now this Suſpicion of 
being a Miniſter, had an Jriſb Man it ſeems, 
ut in their Heads, who had almoſt an irrecon- 
cilable Hatred or Malice in him againſt Eugliſb 
Men, as I after out of his own Mouth plainly 
underſtood, eſpecially againſt Miniſters; as Au- 
thors of their Ruin and Exile, and this Man was 
Interpreter between him and them; but I an- 
ſwered and kept to this, that he was an Huſband- 
man, and a Maltman, and I knew him not till 
he came to Amſterdam, &c. He asked me if 1 
had a Mind to go to the Turk, and to be one? 
1 ſaid, I had rather die than be one. In the 
mean time I was ſo racked, that my Chin went 
ſo cloſe to my Breaſt and cloſed my Mouth, that 
I was almoſt choaked, and could not well ſpeak 
any longer; and I ſhould not wiſh any to expe- 
rience how painful it was, and yet they would 
be queſtioning me: then I asked them, Where 
is now the Chriſtian Love? and do you now as 
you would be done unto? and [cre the louder 
£3382 3U b that 
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that the People without might hear, and bear 
Witneſs what they were a doing to me, for the 
Door was | ſhut and guarded; and ſometimes 
when I was {lacked it was almoſt as painful as 

the pulling, but ſomething they would have 
out of me; and I told them how that they might 
by ſuch Means force one (as I believed many 
had done) to ſay more than they knew, to be 
put out of their Pain; for I had rather they had 
proceeded to have beheaded me, according to 
their Threatnings, than to have tormented 
me, but yet that they would not do then, for 
he ſaid, he would have me ſay Zea to it, which 
(it is like) would have been enough to them, 


tho they had known us to have confeſſed a Lie; 


bovbeit finally, I confefſed, It was for love to our 
Religion that we were come to thoſe Places; then 
they left off, as thinking there was Crime 
enough; yet he ſpoke as if I ſhould be racked

Then they fetched Jobn, who not ſeeing me, 
but having heard me crying out before, he 
thought I had been hanged on the private Gal- 
lows, and put out of the way, but he was gi- 
ven up, being confident in the Jord, who had 
ſealed to him (he ſaid) that he ſhould ſave his 
Life for a Prey, before he came forth, ſo they 
laid four things before him, chiefly to anſwer ; 
and his Thumbs were skrewed, and he was 
drawn on the Ladder twice, and he cried, Inno- 
cent, and asking the Interpreter what that was, 
he ſaid, they were ſmitten in their Conſciences, 
and they lett off, . I judge the ſooner, becauſe 
if there had been any Evil, they would have 
t it out of me, with whom they had more 


light to meddle, becauſe they. could under- 
ſtand me and I them, and then it was After- 
doon, and they hungry (its like) for * 
14111 | egun 
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begun early wich me; and when all was done, 
and they could find no Contradiction, they in- 
vented a Lie, and the Marſhal came to me, and 
ſaid, | Jobn had ſaid, I have no Money by me, 
but what I had was his, and bid me tell how it 
was, which I knew to be otherwiſe, but they 
ſought Occaſion againſt: us, that they might 
yet have totmented us more, but I kept to 
Truth, which he alſo had ſpoken, and their Ex- 
pectation failed t gem. 
Afterward a Prieſt with the Marſhal came, 
and felt my Ears, to ſee whether I had been a 
gue, or ſome one of Account, which they 
would have concluded, if they had been either 
cut er barrel 1 
When they had done all this, they told me, 
there would be twenty - four or thirty Men of 
Note appointed out of the Quarters round 
about, to hold a Court of Juſtice upon us, and 
to determine what Death we ſhould die, and 
to make new Laws for our Sakes; but in the 
mean time the Inquiſitor came, and would have 
me firſt write ſome of the Heads of my Reli- 
gion, ſo I did write many Particulars, which 1 
cannot now ſet down Word by Word, at ſome 
of which he raged very much. Rn 
About that time F. Philly feeling much of the 
Wickedneſs of the Inquiſitor and Prieſts, and 
being ſenſible how they plotted to take away 
our Lives, did once cry out to the Governour 
when he was in his Coach, and he ſent to know 
what he would have, which was to acquaint him 
with . thoſe Particulars laid before him in his 
Racking, and what his Anſwers were, and how 
that there was no Contradiction found in our 
Anſwers, for he was jealous that the Inquiſitor 
and Prieſts would pervert our Words to the 
Governour; and afterwards he got Pen and 5 
5 | | an 
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and wrote to the Governour, but the Inquiſitor 
got it, and ſought to keep it from the Govern- 
our, for *tis like he was convicted in his Con- 
ſcience of his dealing ſo evilly with us; but Fobn 
perceiving he would ſmother it, called to the 
Governour again, who commanded him to give 
me it to tranflate for him, which was done; ſo 
not long after came the Inquiſitor to me, having 
been ſick three Days upon the Bed, and told 
me he was ſent by the Governour, that we 
might go forth and fill a little Earth in the 
Wheelbarrows with the Slaves, whereby ver 
might earn near Two; pence a Day to buy us 
Bread; for, ſaid he, that which remains in my 
Hands of the Money is little for my Pains, and 
the Marſhai and Hangman will have ſome 

for their Pains. This was about five Weeks 
aſter our coming to Comora. And we were wil 
ling to accept of the Governour's Proffer, that 
we might thereby have the Benefit of the freſh 
Air, and that our Bonds might be manifeſt to 
ſuch as might ſomewhat take it to Heart: For 
there were both Lutherans and Calviniſts, who 
partly did commiſerate our Condition, but durſt 
not venture to come to fee us in the Caſtle, and 
ſometimes was ſome ſmall thing given us by 
ſome, and the Papiſts marvelled, and others 
were glad we had obtained the Favour as to be 
ſuffered to work; yet ſometimes the Marſhall 
would not ſuffer us to go out, and ſometimes 
he kept back of our Wages; and on Saints Days, 
ſo called, and rainy Days, we had no Wages; 
howbeit the Lord provided for us, for there 
were ſome Women that remembred us on thoſe 
Days, and pretty much we could have gotten, 
if we had ipoken to rich People and Officers; 
but we were not free to beg of any, whereupon 
the Marſhal was angry: And as for that Gold 


which 
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which Jobn had hid in the Priſon Wall, ſome 
had found it, and taken it away. And when 
we had been about ſeven Weeks aſunder, Jobn 
obtained that Favour as to be with me, but one 
Night he was in Danger of being murdered by 
a Student, Who privily got to him when he 
was aſleep, and got, him by the Neck, and 
might have choaked him, had not the Lord 
etenved bie FE 

After that John wrote again to the Governour, 
and commended his Wiſdom, in forbearing to 
proceed ſo feverely againſt us, as ſome would 
gladly have had him, but that Paper the In- 
quiſitor did alſo intercept, and he ſent for me, 
and threatned how he would help us to the Gal- 
lows himſelf; howbeit I have ſpared and helped 
you before, ſaid he; and about that time I did 
eat but little, that I might be the better pre- 
pared for to die the ſooner, if they ſhould have 
been ſuffered: to have hung me upon an Hook 
by the Ribs, as it was their Manner with ſome, 
who lived in a moſt miſerable Pain for three or 
fore Days... 2 5 . 

After that I wrote ſomething to the Govern- 
our, but the Inquiſitor did alſo intercept. that, 
and I ſpoke with. the Governour's Secretary and 
with his Chamberlain, who were two pretty diſ- 
creet young Men ; and one of them told me, 
how the Inquiſitor was made to give his Lord 
our Papers which he had intercepted, and it ap- 
peared thus, that he was come into Diſ-favour 
with the Governour; and the chief Prieſt (our 
great Adverſary) was in danger of being puniſh- 
ed, but for what Cauſe we did not yet certainly 
know; however that Evening the Chain was 
taken off from each of us, and but a little left 


* 
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After that came down the General Preſident, 
with the Deputy Chancellor and others, to view 
the Garriſon, and they came Riding by us, where 
we were at Work, and one looking out of the 
Coach, and ſeeing us not take off our Hats, 

cried, ſaying, 7 Theſe are the Quakers. - , 

And the e Day was a new Gallows made, 
and we were called in, and by the Way, the 
Marſhal ſaxd, We were to go before a General, 
and if we did not take off our Hats we ſhould 
fee what would become of us, for che Gallows 
was ready, 

And coming before them, there ſat a Prieſt at 
the Table, and ſaid, we had forfeited our Lives, 
by deſiring to get over the River, S. But I 
told him they thirſted after Blood, and the Po- 
tentates of the Earth harkened unto them; and 
as for us we had no Man, but God, to plead 
for us; and many ſophiſtical Arguments he 
produced, as thereby to enſnare me; bur ſome 
of the reſt defirmg to ſpeak with me, Lregarded 
what he ſaid the leſs, and with much Boldneſs 1 
ſpake unto them. And as for the Preſident, 


who ſeemed to be the wiſeſt among them, he . 


called Jobn to him, and ſpoke French with him, 
and afterwards called me, and ſpake with me. 
The Deputy Chancellor asked me, whether. I 
would Packer turn Papiſt, or be hanged ?' Laid, 

1 did not deſire to have them put it to my 
Choice. The Prefident asked me, Whether I 
would not that all People were as I was? I 
anſwered and ſaid, Whatſoever was good in me, 
I wiſh them like me in that: But whether I | 
would not they were all of my Religion? 1 
ſaid, I wiſhed that all might be faithful to that 
Which they knew already to be good: then he 
cauſed them to bring us our Hats again, Which 
ſome had thrown off; and when they had "= 
EIT | * 
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they deſired us to write for Certificates, and 
And upon a certain time, Colonel Fuſch came 
Riding by, where we were at Work, and ſome 
Jralian Lords with him, who were intended for 
Rome, and he proffered 'to ſend me with them, 
if I pleaſed, or if 1 would be a Papiſt or Cal- 
winift, (i. e. Fresbyterian) he would procure my 
Liberty, Cc. and many more Temptations we 
had daily, which would be too long here to re- 
late. And often there came Officers and asked 
us, Mbat ſaith the Spirit now ? bath the Spirit 
ſent you to work ?. and bad be not done better to have 
2 you to ſtay at Home? and doth he not 
| wet tell you that you muſt be Catholicks ? and when 
I I had done ſpeaking to them, and they not 
knowing how to defend themſelves, then they 
would ſay, Such Hereticks ought to be burned, 
with more bad Words to the ſame Purpoſe. + 
Aud when ſixteen Weeks were expired of our 
Impriſonment, the Hungarian Deputy-Govern- 
our (a bitter old Man) came where we were at 
Work, and ſaid, he muſt ſend us to Cezſar, for 
John had before in his Paper appealed to him. 
Then we went into the Garriſon, until four 
Soldiers and an Interpreter, and Letters were 
ready, that went along with us, and there were 
Iron Bolts put on our Feet, and we put in a 
Waggon. And the Interpreter told us, how 
he had heard the Letter, which was come con- 
cerning us, but nevertheleſs he ſaid we ſhould 
not come into Zyglayd : So that whole Night 
we rid, and arrived the third Day at the Houſe 
of one, called, his Excellency Earl Francis of 
Nadaſti, &c. Fudex Curie Hungarie, the Em- 
peror's Majeſty's active Privy Councellor, and 
* Chamberlain, Sc. to whom the Govern- 
our of Comora had given us over, it was ſup- 
x | | poſed 


ns 1 
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poſed partly to make Friendſhip with him, for 
they had been formerly at Variance ; and when 
he came from his Worſhip he cauſed us to be 
called, and asked me if we were Quakers? I 
ſaid, Zea: be ſaid, very well; and in the After- 
noon his Wife looked out at a Window, and 
called to me and asked me ſeveral Queſt ions, and 
I had much Freedom to anſwer her, which ſhe in- 
N to ſome Hungarians that were with her, 
and the next Morning we were taken to the Vice- 
- King's Parlour, where the Lords of that King- 
dom, and of other Dominions, were ſat about the 
Table, and Jobn was ordered to go to one End 
by the Secretary, who ſeemed to be an un- 
derſtanding Man, and he was partly reached by 
Joba's Anſwers, and he was forward to repeat 
them aloud to the Arch-Biſhop and the reſt; 
and - Nadaſti asked me ſeveral Queſtions, but 
haſtily, about our Religion, of which we gave 
Friends an Account formerly. 
And though they had little or notking to ſay 
againſt our Anſwers, yet they paſſed Sentence 
upon us, That we ſhould be burned, if we would 
not be inſtructed, and embrace their Religion, for 
they had a Law (ſaid they) which tolerated but 
three Religions, viz. Theirs, the Lutherans and 
the Calviniſts, and whoſoever brought a new 
Religion there, was (according to their Law) to 
be burned, and upon that we were ſent away; 
and John told me, the Power of the Lord would 
divide them in their Council, as an Viſb Prieſt 
did afterwards tell him, who was ſent to require 
an Account of our Religion in Writing; and 
when it was done, the Jriſh Man got an Engliſh 
Copy of it, and ſaid he would tell them the Con- 
tents thereof, and help us what he could; but 
we thought it would be = beſt that I SO 
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ted it, which accordingly I did, and 7obn gave 
it Nadaſti in fs Hand. 7 55 7 295 

Afterwards they ſent the Prieſt to convert us, 
and there he read out of his Catechiſm, and asked 
ee concerning the Creed, Pater noſter, Seven 
jacraments, Maſi, Faith, Hope, Love, Patience, 
and more ſuch like things; to which Jobn an- 
ſwered him. After that came ſome Prieſts and 
asked us, if we were come forth to ſow our 
Seed? Oh, ſaid the Iriſb Prieſt, they cannot 
fpeak Latin, yet he and others knew that I 
could. And ſeeing they could not prevail with us 
there, we were ſent to another Place, five Dutch 
Miles from * Waen, (the Emperor's Seat) with 
two Soldiers by Nadaſti's Command, and when 
we were come thither, the Prieſts gave Order 
to Fur us into the Hole with the Turks, becauſe 
they ſuſpected us to be Preachers; and by their 
Inftigation, and with Conſent of the Court- 
Maſter (who told me that there ſhould be Wood 
and Straw fetched to burn us) did the Soldiers 
take off our Coats, and ſearched our Pockets, 
and took our Books and Papers, and the next 
Day, becauſe we would not ſpeak Latin, nor take 
off our Hats to their Images in their Churches, 
(ſo called) they ſet others upon us to en- 
ſhare us in Words, and ftrove to do it them- 
ſelves, that they might have Occaſion to take 
away our Lives, which they often threatned to 
do, and when they could not prevail with all 
their cynning Baits, nor make us bow to their 
Worſhip, 'they manifeſted their Cruelty farther, 
in cauſing Tron Shackles to be put upon our 
Hands, and though they were ſo little, that I 
was even forced do cry out, by reaſon of the 
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Extremity of Pain, yet with Force they thruſt 
on the Lock, and beheld it with Joy. 

And in the Hole we had ſcarce Room to put 
forth our Feet, without touching the Turks, 
whoſe Feet were in the Stocks, and Hands in 
Irons, and Necks and Feet in Iron Bands, tied 
to the Walls with ſtrong Chains. Afterwards 
the Prieſts being Drunk, at their Feaſts, ſent 
for us to examine us farther, and they ſaid, they 
could not believe but John was a Preacher; for 
an Huſbandman could not anſwer ſo readily. 
And one of the chief of them told us, they had 
ſeveral. Inſtruments. of Cruelty, which they 
could alſo let us taſte of, and that they could 
burn Men under the Arms, and put hot Iron 
or Copper-Plates upon their Breaſts, and he 
alſo told us, that we ſhould be ſent down into 
Hungaria to be burned, Cc. I ſpoke to one of 
the Prieſts, and deſired of him we might be 
dealt withal as Men, or Chriſtians, and might 
have a little Straw or Hay to lie upon, for we 444 

were worſe uſed than the Turks; Yea, ſaid he, | 

we prefer them before you. And about that 
time they 7 us a Drink in an urging man- 

ner, Which it was ſuppoſed was made to poiſon 
us, and Jobn refuſing to take it, then ſaid one 
of the Prieſts, Suſpectum eſt nos. One of the 

Prieſts asked me, I bad a Wife ? I ſaid, I 
never knew Woman-kind : he ſaid, the Here- 

ticks had not that Grace of Chaſtity, neither 

had I any Grace from God : The Turks had ſome 

Grace, ſaid he, they were good Soldiers, and 

ſomewhat elſe he ſaid of them. Another Prieſt 

asked me, How I had lain in the Hole? and 

how the Iron Shackles pleaſed me? and threat- 

ned that we ſhould be put into the miry Dun- 

geon in the Tower, and called me filthy Names 
in the Hungarian Tongue before the People : 

| 1 How- 
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Howbeit, bleſſed be the Lord, we had ſlept 
well in the Shackles upon the Beſoms in a Corner, 
yea better than could be expected, though at 
the. firſt my Wriſt- Band pained me much: and 
when the Prieſts ard others were ſeeking much 
fo diſcourage us, I was upon a time fitting mu- 
ng on a Bench and thinking, Lord belp us, and 
"what will be the End of this ? and whether they 
ſhall have Power to murder us here, where few 
may know of it, for in this Place are no other 
Sects to be Witneſſes, as at Comora and Presburg, 
and then my Mind was turned inwards, and I 
was as if J had ſlept; and on a ſudden, it was as 
If Thad ſeen a Man all clothed in White, ſit- 
ting on a Milk- white Horſe, coming riding in 
Poſt Haſte to me wards, as if he were haſtening 
to reſcue me, then I looked up and was pretty 
much comforted, thinking it was from the Lord 
to encourage me, leſt I ſhould be too much caſt 
down. And the very ſame Day there came 
Tidings from the Earl, that he was diſpleaſed at 
what they had done, as he had told his Barber, 
to whom he had ſhewed the Papers which John 
had writ ; and the Barber hearing of us, to- 
gether with his peruſing the aforeſaid Pa- 
pers, the Witneſs of God was reached in him, 
which had ſtirred much in him in the time of his 
Youth, by which he was ſtirred up to declare, 
againſt the Darkneſs. and Deadneſs of the Bre- 
thren's Forms before-mentioned, among whom 
he had been educated, neither could he be well 
ſatisfied in himſelf, until he came to ſee me, and 
after ſome Diſcourſe with us, was yet more con- 
vinced, and he told us, how the Earl did judge, 
that the Prieſts had been drunk, which was true, 
both with Rage and Wine: Then did the Streams 
begin to turn, and ſome deſired our Favour, 
poth the Officer and Prieſt began to ws, 
F N 
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with others who had been high againſt us, 
and then they had no more Power to put us into 
the Hole, nor to execute their Cruelty upon us, 
as they had done before, which was no ſmall 

Croſs to their Wills. 1 „ 
After that, there came a Spiritual Lord, (ſo 
called) an Engliſb Man, from Wien, and he aſked 
Fobn, if we came to plant our Religion, ſaying, 
Sects had occaſioned much Miſchiet in England, 
but now they would be rooted out; but Jobn 
ſaid, The Love of God can reconcile. them 
again. A Pox God take that Love, ſaid he, 
with other ſuch unſavoury Words, whereby he 
ſhewed himſelf to be carnal indeed, though he 
was Called Spiritual. Another came to us, who 
was called Frater Valentine, and ſpeaking with 
us concerning the Bible, he ſaid, it had brought 
many Thouſands into Hell, and reading a Paper 
of Jobn's, which he had writ to the Earl and 
Council, wherein J7obn ſhewed how he was an 
Engliſh Man, and foraſmuch as there was no 
Diſcord betwixt England and the Empire, he 
knew not why an Engliſþ Man coming into any 
of the Emperor's Dominions, to viſit a Sort of 
People, and to ſpend his Money, ſhould be fo 
uſed, Sc. but faid the afofeſaid Frater, they 
ought to be beheaded, for if they had done fo to 
Luther at firſt, (ſaid he) there had not been ſo 
many Lutherans or Hereticks at this Day, farther 
he ſaid, we were Fore-runners of Antichriſt, 
and this Rumour went through the Kingdom and 
elſewhere, That Antichriſt was taken, and was 
at Nadaſtis Court; however, ſoon after, it was 
thought, we might have been ſet at Liberty, 
but that the Prieſt did ſo much incenſe the Earl 
_ againſt us, and we having writ, according to 
Order for Certificates, which in due time came 
to Hand from Friends in Holland, and they were 
| | * of 
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of good Service, with the King's Proclamation 
for ſetting Friends at Liberty, and upon the Re- 
ceipt of them we ſhould have been ſet at Liberty, 
but the Earl was taken exceeding ſick at Vien, 
ſo that the thing was not then effected. | 

In the mean time, Adam Bien, (the Earl's 
Barber) had deſired, unknown to us, that we 
might have the Liberty to come forth and lie 
in his Houſe, the Winter being cold, and we in 
a cold Guard, where the Door ſtobd open all 
Day and much of the Night, and he proffered 
his own Perſon in- our ſtead, if we ſhould run 
away; howbeit, we were not free to be ſo bur- 
thenſome to him, though he had obtained the 

thing, but chuſed rather to content ourſelves 
where they appointed us, that the Burthen might 
come the heavier upen them, that they might 
be the ſooner weary of us; and what Storms 
and Aſaults we had from the Prieſts and Sol- 
diers, and others with them, and how they 
ſought to enſnare us, would be too long here 
to relate, but in the mean time we were often 
refreſhed through Adam's and his Wife's Love, 
rogether with the Senſe of the Love of God, and 
Friends who were afar off; and our Adverſaries 
might have been the worſe to us, but that many 
of them there ſtood in pretty much Awe of A- 
dam, who ſtood in his Integrity over them, for 
he having ſuch daily Acceſs to the Earl, and 
knowing moſt of them art Court guilty of more 
or leſs, they did therefore dread him the more, 
and ſometimes we did go to his Houſe, and had 
ſometimes Opportunity 'to ſpeak with ſome of 
the afore-mentioned Brethren, who were warned 
of that ſore Deſolation, which is ſince come upon 
many of them, for of nine Families of them, 
there is but one remaining, and the reſt were 
burned, with the Value of many Thouſands in 

them 


them, and above two hundred of the Men were 
ſlain and taken Captive. e 
And about that time there was a Gentleman, 
ſo called, appointed for to bind and carry me 
away; whoſe Waiting-Man came to me, and 
gave me two big Glaſſes, as if I ſhould have 
gone with him to have fetched ſome Wine, or 
omething elſe, but preſently I was ſenſible all 
was not right or well, for he had a great Cudgel 
in his Hand, and that ſame Morning bad given 
me very bad Words, and when I had followed 
him into the Fields, theres came many Sleds, 
(tor the Snow was ſo deep that Waggons could 
not travail) and when the firſt came at us, the 
Man that had given me the Bottles did cauſe me 
to lay them down, and to get upon one of the 
Sleds, and he returned back again; and the 
other who had ſo much threatned me formerly, 
came towards me, and then I was very ſenſible 
of Miſchief intended by them; and then I was 
troubled for Foby and Adam, leſt they ſhould 
have avenged themſelves on them, through pre- 
tending I had been run away (tor they were be- 
come full of Envy againſt Adam, for his Love 
to us,) and I reſolved to endeavour to get back 
to the Town, thinking that if they did ſtop 


me, it might be the better manifeſt I was not 


run away, but when 1 aſſayed ſo to do, that 
wicked Man caught me by the Hair in great 
Fury, and ſhed pretty much of my Blood, and 
I thought he had quite ſtruck out one of my 
Eyes, and he pulledn down in the Snow, and 
did ſorely abuſe me, ànd bound my Arms with 


Thongs, as alſo my Feet, and bound me ſo in 
the Sled, that I hung alſo by the Arms and Feet 
with my Face in the Hay, and another ſat 
upon me, and ſtruck me on the Back with a 
Weapon, and bruiſed me fo ſore, that I could 

1 not 
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not expect to live long, beſides I was almoft 
choaked with my Mouth and Noſe full of Blood, 
fo cloſe in the Hay, neither knew I to the con- 
trary, but that they would have murdered me 
in that Wood which was cloſe by, but Oh 
thought I, that I might but live one quarter of 
an Hour, that peradventure ſome might paſs 
by and fee me, whereby Adam and 7obn might 
come to know what was become of me; atter- 
wards we came by a Gallows, where I thought 
they might have executed me; but there we 
paſſed by, and People coming that way, they 
muzzled me with a Cloak, and one ſat upon me 
till the People were paſſed by; howbeit, I hear- 
ing their Feet in the Snow called to them, and 
deſired them to acquaint the aforefaid Barber 
how 1 was there, &c. but then did the Soldier 
beat me ſore again, the other having charged 
him not to ſuffer me to ſay any thing; then where 
we came at Night the Labs were put on my 
Feet, and a long big Chain tied on high, about 
a Beam, was put about my Neck all Night 
next Morning we came to a Village, when I 
would gladly have ſpoke with one, but they 
cauſed me to lie down, until we were paſſed 
both Village and Caſtle, and ſo we travailed 
toward a Place in the Wilderneſs, as I was in- 
formed, and finally we came to a Place where 
they were building a new Cloiſter, but the 
Prior not being at Home, the other Prieſts 
would not take me in without his Order, ſo 
that Night I was put in Chains as before, and 
the next Morning was led up to the Caſtle, and 
was ordered to be put in a dark Hole where no 
Light was, for he that came along with me bid 
them blindfold me and put me in a deep Dun- 
geon, and give me but little Bread and Water, 
and that none ſhould tell of me, and there being 
Sn.” 5 


a 7ew, he was forbid on pain of Death to ſay any 
Thing; and I was ſoon after put into an Hole 
where there was but little Light, and there 1 
was four Days and four Nights in cold froſty 
Weather, and it was much I was not ſtarved. 
But after the Prior wrote home to the Monks, 
I was ſent for, and when they uſed their Cere- 
monies, and ſprinkled their Infants, Cc. I did 
not conform to them in their Kneeling, and the 
like, at which they marvelled, but ſaid not 
much in my Preſence ; but when I went to my 
Lodging, they ſaid I was a bad Dog, and a 
ſtubborn Rogue, and ſometime they ſent for an 
armed Soldier to guard me, or rather to affright 
me: And when I had been there about twelve 
Days, the Prior came home, and it ſeems he 
had ſome Orders to rack me for writing Letters 
at Puttendorf ; then did the Prior ſend for me, 
and asked me concerning our Coming into the 
Country, and to what End, and concerning 
ſome Points of our Religion, to which I an- 
ſwered him according to Truth, but he ſaid, 
That was not enough, we muſt believe that the 
Pope was Chriſt's Vicar, and that he and they 
had Power to bind and looſe, &c. ; 
And when we had reaſoned a while together, 
he ſaid, I muſt have my Habitation again in the 
Caſtle, and that he would come ſometimes by 
me, and bring the Bible; and afterwards he 
came up ſometimes to ſee his Corn and Provi- 
ſion, but had little Delight to ſpeak with me, 
but once he called me where he far, and told me, 
the Earl had deſired him to inform me, that I 
ſhould not marvel he had ſent me thither, for 
it was not for my Sake alone, but for ſeducing 
lo many Souls, and if it could be proved, 1 
was come on ſuch purpoſe, I ſhould be laid on 
a Heap of Wood, meaning I ſhould he burned. 
In 
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In the mean Time 1 gave my Teſtimony againſt 
their Fruits of Covetouſneſs, Pride, Perſecu- 
tion, Sc. and againſt their Weapons, which 
were not like Chriſt's nor his Apoſtles; and 
with this ſome that ſtood by were affected, and 
many Things paſſed betwixt us at that Time, 
which I ſhall not now rehearſe ; and afterwards 
I was told, how he had ſaid to ſome, he had 
ſpoken with many learned Men, but never did 
any anſwer himas I did. And afterwards I had 
more Liberty, and more Reſpect ſhewn me, 
and the Report went, how none that dealt with 
me, could gain at my Hand. | 

And after I was fo treacherouſly taken away, 
as before mentioned from Adam and Jobn, the 
Earl told Adam I was run away, and he might 
ſee where to find me; he ſaid, he could not be- 
lieve that, but afterward he got Intelligence 
where I was, and writ ſome Lines by the Officer 
of the Caſtle, but he was unwilling to give it 
me, but gave me bad Language, ſaying, he 
had appointed an Hangman to flea off my Skin, 
if I did not turn Papi/t : But finally I got a Sight 
of it, and he told me how cloſely the Deſign of 
my Removal was carried on, inſomuch that but 
Three did know of it at firſt: He alſo told me 
how he had longed for an Opportunity to ſend 
me bodily Neceſſaries, which he afterwards did, 
and gave Order to give me Bread enough on his 
Account; and finally the Earl being ſick nigh 
unto Death, Adam obtained a Promiſe of him 
to let us have our Liberty; but after he, in 
whoſe Cuſtody I was, had ſet me free, he kept 
me ſix Weeks to help the Maſons, and promiſed 
to tell me a good Meſſage when he returned, if I 
would be diligent; and afterward he took me 
aſide, and told me, how the Earl would have 
me informed, that if I would be a * | : 
ou 
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ſhould have good Service and Preferment; but 
if not, however he could not detain me, for he 
had Priſoners enough beſides; but this was con- 
cluded, if T were found afterwards in Hungaria 
or Auſtria, I ſhould be burned, and my Com- 

anion the like. 0 Ps 
And before I was brought from thence, he 
did try me many Ways, for he would have me 
learn to ſhoot, and hath tied Match about my 
Fingers, and hath ſtruck me to make me hold 
the Musket, but I was like a Fool, and they 
made themſelves Sport with me, and ſeveral 
Times would put Piſtols to my Hand, and bid 
me ſhoot, ſomerimes in ſeeming earneſt, and 
ſometimes ro make Sport before Strangers: 
| Aﬀerwatds I was examined much about my Re- 
ligion, and they thinking ſuch a Liver would 
adorn their Profeſſion, did threaten to have my 
Tongue cut out if I would not be a Papiſt ; and 
afterwards a Prieſt was ſent for to inſtru&t me, 
and convert me, but when he could not prevail, 
a Tub was made ready, and a Rope put thro? 
the Ears of it, and I was ſet in it; and they ſaid, 
I ſhould be let down into a Well thirty ſix Fa- 
thom above the Water, and I knew not bur 
that it might have come to paſs 3 howbeir they 
drew the Rope but over a Beam to affright me, 
and I falling out of that, they laid me croſs over 
the Saddle of an Aſs, and drew me up, and 
twined it hard about, and then let it go with a 
Whirl to make my Head dizzy, but I was ſilent, 
and valued it little; whereat they marvelled, as 

it I had been paſt all feeling: And from thence 
they carried me ro another Place, and there they 
locked my Neck and Feet near together, and 
my Hands ſpread abroad and locked in a thing 
wherein they torture the Turks, to make them 
confeſs of what Ability they are, or their Friends, 
| thereby 
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thereby to get great Ranſom; and ſome asked, 
if it was painful, and others ſaid, they com- 
mitted more Sins than they did profit thereby. 
And upon another Time I was put in a great 
Wheel, which was made for the Well, and 
they cauſed the Soldiers to turn it about, that 
I might tumble to and again in it, which might 
have done me much Hurt, but that I held faſt 
on the Side of it; yet however one of my El- 
bows was in very great Danger of being ſorely 
harmed, and afterwards I was much threatned 
as if they would have racked me again. | 
And about that Time I was ofa by the Se- 
cretary and others, how that the Emperor, (by 
reaſon of the hot Wars that were in the Country) 
had given Order to ſet all the Chriſtian Priſon- 
ers at Liberty, ſo that it was thought they could 
not detain us much longer. 
And about the 4th of the 7th Month 1663, 
J was carried into the Country with the Prior, 
anda Prieſt from Rome, and others; and when 
we came to the Water which parts the two 
Countries, we parted ; and the aforeſaid Adam 
had ordered one of them to give me ſome Mo- 
ney for to bear my Charge, and he gave me but 
five Grofhes, which is about the Value of Ten 
Pence. After that I came to a Place called 
Pinkfield, where ſeveral Lutherans, Barons and 
others, came to ſee me, and many Things they 
asked of me, to which, according to Freedom, 
I anſwered. And I had a Deſire to have gotten 
to Vien, but they told me it was impoſſible for 
me to paſs, that would not take off my Hat; 
beſides there were abundance of Soldiers that 
Way; and one deſired me to ſtay there by him, 
till I could have Opportunity: Afterwards 1 
was directed to go through Steyermark to Gratz, 
a great City, where there were Merchants from 
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Nurenberg at the Fair, and one of them it was 
thought might be ſome what of my Opinion, and 
thither I went, but going in at the Gates was 
called back, and was not ſuffered to go in, for 
they were fearful of the Enemy, and ſuſpicious 
of Strangers. N (3 C03 36 
The next Day, when I ſaw I could not meet 
with the aforeſaid Merchant, I reſolved to travel 
on my Journey, and to truſt the Lord for to 
care for my Suſtenance, who had often done it, 
whenas to the outward there was little Appear- 
ance of Relief: And in my Journey I enquired 
for the privateſt Ways, which I found to be 
moſt peaceable : Howbeit when | came to the 
Weſt End of Auſtria I was twice ſtopped, as if 
I might have been ſent from the Turks to ſpy 
out and burn Towns; but when I produced my 
Certificate, I was ſuffered to paſs, but charged 
not to tarry at their Towns; and after that | a- 
voided coming into Cities and Villages as much 
as J could, and fo got forwards, though not 
without Difficulty : And I have great Cauſe to 
thank the Lord for his Goodneſs ; for I did not 
much want Food, but, through Mercy, got 
either Bread or Fruit, or ſomething : For in 
them Countries they are accuſtomed to give 
Travellers and Tradeſmen Bread and Lodging 
in their Barns ; and fometimes I told them how 
] had been robbed by Soldiers and abuſed, and 
then their Hearts were moved ſo much the more 
with Pity towards me: And I proceeded on my 
Journey, and through Mercy got about the 
2d of the 8th Month into ſome Part of the Palz 
in Germany, and came through Heilderberg and 
Manheim, and upon the 7th of the ſame Month 
I arrived at Chriſtein among Friends, and being 
there kindly entertaingd and abundantly refreſh. 
ed, I tarried there ſome Weeks waiting to have 
heard of John or from Adam. Now 
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No the laſt News which I had of John was 
by dear Adam's Letter, which l hope may be 
come to thy Hands before this. Several more 
Paſſages might be ſet dow 2, and W hat We ſu Fer- 
_ ed together beſides, and I, ſince we were parted, 
but this for the preſent may ſuffice, till another 
Oppotunity, Farewel. 5

fem a Paper dated in Newgate the 28th of the

When the Lord purpoſed to bring. [al

+ Elders were appointed, who had the Spirit - 
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the Lord to guide them to do the Things that 
were juſt and right in the Sight of God: El- 
dad and Medad were two of the Seventy, and 
they prophelied in the Camp, and Meſs, 
who was the chief Ruler, forbad them not, 
neither ſent he them to Priſon, who was the 
Law-giver to that Nation, but ſaid, Vould

Moſes's Prayer, who was a faithful Servant in 
the Lord's Houſe, and did all Things accord- 
ing to the Pattern of God which he ſaw in the 
Mount; whoſe Example had you indeed fol- 
lowed, in chuſing ſuch Men to rule with you, 
fearing God, hating Covetouſneſs, then ſurely 
this Complaint had not come before you this 
Day; or had you, with Fehoſaphat, charged 
the Rulers'of the Land, warning them every 
where in the Fear of the Lord to take heed 
what they did, for they judge not for Man, 
but for the Lord, for with him there was 10 
Reſpect of Perſons ; then theſe Men durſt not 
have ated fuch Things as ſhould have cauſed 
the Sighing of the Oppreſſed, whoſe Cry is 
gone up to Heaven. Of this Matter J accuſe 
none of this Council, no, the Lord is the 
Judge, who hath a Witneſs in all your Con-

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And being an Apothecary, he — the 
Freedom of the City, becauſe for Conſcience 
Sake. towards the Command of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, he could not Swear. And afterwards 
the Charter being renewed, two Apothecaries 
came to ſet up there, who together with Chirur- 
geons, Barbers, Strong - Water Sellers, and 
others who were not Tradeſmen, combined and 
form'd themſel w into a Company, on Purpoſe, 
(as. ſome of themſelves confeſſed) to have Richard 
r Shop ſhut up, and him turned out of 
the City, and ſo to be expoſed to ſuch Hardſhips 
as might attend the Loſs of his Employment. 

Stepben Warne, being a Joyner, had many of 
his T'gols taken away by the Maſter of the Com · 
| pany, becauſe he could not Swear. And their 
Oppreſſion and Threats were ſuch, that he was 
neceſſitated to depart the City, having a Wite 
and three ſmall Children. 

Thomas Phelps, a Shop-keeper, had taken Gros 
him, on the fifteenth Day of the ſeventh Month, 
Sixty-ſeven Barrels and three Baſhels of French 
Salt, for not oy and for the ſame Cauſe 
was alſo denied the Freedom of the City, and 
on the 4th Day of the Tenth Month following, 
was alſo ung from him wo Barrels and one 
Buſhel of Salt, by Order of Major Ralph Wilſon, 
and not only ſo but Threats were given forth 
againſt ſuch as ſhould buy Goods of him. |

At Bandon, Friends have been already warn'd 
to depart the Town. And. at Cork they are 
alſo threatned to be dealt with in like manner, 
the Rage of the Magiſtrates being exceeding 
great againſt them. 8 

At Cork, the Magiſtrates or military Power, 
(uſurped to themſelves, and not as I can under- 
ſtand, ordered from Dublin) have broken up a 
Meeting of Friends, at a Friend's Houſe, and 
whilſt Robert Malin of Bandon was praying, they 
haled him out of the Meeting, and impriſoned 
all the Men Friends there. And charged Alex- 
ander Atkins, whoſe Houle it was in, That no 


more Meetings ſhould be had there: and threat- 
ned to pt Friend that prayed into ride- 
_ well, if he were found ſpeaking in a Meeting for 


the time to come. | 

At another time a falſe Report ariſing in the 
Town, of an intended Meeting of Friends, it 
was ordered that Friends ſhould be confined to 
their Houſes.

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In the Year 1661, One Jobs Partridge, a 
Lieutenant of Foot, in the Fort of Leaſe if the 
Queen's County, came to one. of out Meet 
and amongſt many other Threatiings, faid ht 
would nail up the Doors, and malte us ſtay 
there till we were weaty; afterwards corfis 
manded his Soldiers to bring in much Wobd ap 
lay it upon the Fire; but ſeeing the Houſe if 
Danger he made them exaſe from that Practice, 
and commanded them to put all out but the 
Owner of it, and fo drove them away by Forte, 
through the dirty Horſe Road for two Miles 
together, and then he took from among the 
Reſt, William Edmondſon, and Fobh Edmondſon, 
Nathaniel Swane, George Pett, Robert Whetſtone, 
and Paul Parker, and impriſoned them in the 
Garriſon of Leaſe, and there kept them until the 
Quarter-Seſſions, and ſo had them before the 
Juſtices of the Peace there, and the Charge 
againſt them was, That they had met together 
contrary to the King's Order, though when the 
Friends defired a Sight of the Order, they re- 
fuſed, and ſaid, if they would promiſe to meet 
no more they ſhould be ſet at Liberty, which

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the Chancellor, who have ſent an Order to all 
the Counties where our Friends are in Priſon, 
that they be all forthwith ſet at Liberty, over 
the whole Nation, if they be in only upon the 
Account of their Religion, ſo that I think moſt 
Friends may be releaſed ſpeedily ; but they 
think we ſhall not remain long ſo. For the Bi- 
ſhops thruſting themſelves into the Parliament 
and Councils, and Places in Civil Imploy ment, 
have already very much darkned the Magi- 
ſtrates of this Nation, ſo that I think after a 
little while they may do any thing with them 
but Good. And a Bill is paſſed both Houſes of

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twenty Pounds each, for the ſaid Meeting, and 
ſeven Pounds each for not taking off their Hats, 
calling them Rogues, Dogs, Sc. and ſo left 
them Priſoners. At the third Seſſions he came 
again, and again fined them five Pounds each 
for their Hats, and denied them the Benefit of a 
Proclamation, which would have ſet them at 
Liberty. While they where thus kept Pri- 
ſoners, Spicer, the Sub-Sheriff, by a pretended 
Order from the Judge, ſeized the Goods of 
Parker, Lunn, Hutchinſon and Faile, to the 
Value of thirty Pounds, for Fees.

N the 14th of this Inſtant, here was one 
William Leddra, which was put to Death: 
The People of the Town told me, He might go 
away if be would: But when I made farther En- 
quiry, I heard the Marſhal ſay, That he was 
chained in Priſon, from the time be was condemned, 
to the Day of bis Execution, I am not of his Opi- 
nion: But yet truly methought the Lord did 
mightily appear in the Man. I went to one of 
the Magiſtrates at Cambridge, who. had been of 
the Jury that condemned him, (as he told me 
himſelf) and I asked him by what Rule he did 
it: He anſwered me, That be was a Rogue, a 
very Rogue. But what is this to the Queſtion, I 
ſaid, where is your Rule? He ſaid, He 
had abuſed Authority, Then I goes after the 
Man, and asked him whether he did not look 
on it as a Breach of Rule, to undervalue Au- 
thority? And I faid, that Paul gave Feſtus the 
Title of Honour, though he was an Heathen, 
1 do not ſay theſe Magiſtrates are Heathens.) 
ſaw then, when the Man was on the Ladder, 
he looked on me, and called me Friend, and 
ſaid, Know, that this Day I am to offer up my Life 
for the Witneſs of Jeſus. Then I deſired leave of

but if the infide be cleanſed and purged from 
all Droſs, and Tin, and reprobate Silver and 
Gold, then it would cleanſe the outfide alſo and 
keep it clean: It is the corrupted Beaſt that is 
full of Luſt and all manner of Deceiveableneſs, 
that defiles the whole Body within and without: 
So the Man or Woman, whoſe: Heart is with- 
out Deceit, and whoſe Mouth is without Guile, 
and whoſe Tongue doth not utter Falſhood, nor 
hath. rainy ips, nor polluted Hands, nor 
Feet ſwift to ſhed Blood; ſuch as are known to 
be cleanſed every whit, they ſee God: The 
pure in Heart do ſee God; but they whoſe Hearts 
are daubed and ſlimy, through Deceit and Hy- 
criſy, Hardheartedneſs and Cruelty, and the 
ike, ſuch cannot ſee God; nor they that take 
Honour and ſeek Honour one of another, donot 
believe: How can you. believe (faith Chriſt) while 
you take Honour one of another? And all that Ho- 
nour, or take Honour of earthly Men, do rob 
God, to whom all Honour, Worſhip, Praife 
and Glory doth belong ; and all that do honour 
God, and obey his Voice in the Truth, the Lord 
will make them honourable in the Sight of Men : 
But all that live in Pride and Covetouſneſs, Luft 
and Drunkenneſs, are out of the Truth; and all 
who live in Swearing, Lying, Deceit, or Hy- 
pocriſy, or Envy, Hatred, Malice, Ts 
| ard- 


Hardheartedneſs or Cruelty, are out of the 
Truth; or they wao live in Taieving, or Co- 
zening, Cheating, Diſſembling, Flattering, 
Whiſpering, Backbiting, Bragging or Baſt. 
ing, {peaking great ſwelling Words; having 
Mens Perſons in Admiration becauſe of Advan- 
tage; thefe are all out of the Truth, and are 
| Hereticks, and are carried out of the Way of 
God with Nimrod and Fudas, King Herod and 
Pharaoh, and the reſt of all that untoward Ge- 
neration, not knowing the Scriptures, neither 
the Power of God; and becauſe they do not be- 
lieve them nor underſtand them, therefore they 
bide them from others, and do corrupt them, 
and add to them, and diminiſh from —_ not 
fearing the Lord God, that gave them forth by 
his own tree Spirit, and for the Edification of 
every one. _ | 
But I am bold to declare in the Name of the 
true and living God, that all the Plagues which 
are written in them, will ſoon come upon the 
Back of ſuch a People, or Souls, that have 
wrought this Wickedneſs in the Sight of the 
Lord God of Power, who is Riſen, and will 
render Vengeance in Flames of Fire upon thoſe 
that know him not, and do not obey his Goſpel, 
but live in the earthly Mind and carnal Will, 
fallen from God, and compelling the People 
to follow their deviſed Ways, building of them 
up in Sin and Wickedneſs, yet making them 
believe they may go to Heaven at the laſt, 
though they live in Sin till they die: Oh] That 
ever People, or Souls, ſhould be fo Blind 
and Ignorant, to think that thougn they ſpend 
all their appointed Time in Sin and Iniquity, 
and run out the whole Courſe of Nature's Race 
in Pleaſure, Negligence and Careleſneſs, yet 
when they cannot retain it any longer, tuen do 
3 they 
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wy offer up their ſinful Souls as a Sacrifice ac- 

able to God, who is of purer Eyes than to 
bel old Iniquity ; though it be in his beloved Ja- 
cob, it ſhall not go unpuniſhed. 

Oh! methinks, that no rational or ſober- 
minded Man or Woman, ſhould once credit or 
believe, that do know the Scriptures, that there 
is any Place appointed of God, for any to be 
purged or cleanſed after they are Dead; ſeeing 
the holy Men of God, as they were moved of - 
the Holy Ghoſt, have fo evidently and clearly 
fer forth in the Scriptures of Truth, That thoſe 
who are Heirs of Eternal Salvation, muſt come 

to be converted, and to live the Life of Chrift 
while they are here in the Body. 

Though God delighted in Mercy, and that 
the Thief was ſaved upon the Croſs, becaule it 
was given him of the Lord, to believe at laſt, 
and that none ſhould deſpair ; yet, Wo, Wo 
from te Lord God to every one that pats off 
the Day of Repentance, ſaying in their Hearts, 
the Evil Day is far off; it is true, In ihe Day of 
Tenorance the Lord winked, but now he calleth eve- 
ry one to repent. And as for ſuch who do talk of 
2 Purgatory, it doth manifeſt their Ignorance of 
the Knowledge of God: For I witneſs in the 
Life of God's © Spirit, ſuch know not Heaven noc 
Hell, God nor Devil, and fo they call Light, 
Pietleneſs « and Darkneſs, Light ; Good, Evil; 
and Evil, Good; and teach the People ſo to 
do: But God is not wel! pleaſed with thoſe, nor 
with them that do voalt\ themſelves, ſaying, 
How great their Kingdom is, and how many 
Countries, and innumerable Sight of People 
belong to their Church in all Places ! But them 
that truſt in the Arm of Fleſh, yea, in the 
Scrength of Pharaoh, and in the Shadow of E- 
Spe; the Strength of Pharaoh will be their 

Shame, 
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Shame, and their truſting in the S'\adow af 
Egypt, their Confuſion : God's Kingdom is the 
leaft, as to the viſible Strength; but the grear- 
eſt in the inviſible Power: Fear not little Fla k 
(faith Chriſt) it is your Father's good Pleaſure io 
give you the Kingdom: The Kingdom of God 
conſiſts not in the Arm of Fl:th, but it ſtands 
in his own Power and Almightineſs: That is 
Antichrift's Kingdom whoſe Power ſtands in 
outward Weapons, which are carnal ; as Locks 
and Bolts, and Iron-Bars, and Chains, and 
Whips and Racks, and the like: Our Weapons 
are not Catnal but Spiritual, (faith the Apoſtle) 
to the pulling down Strong- holds, Principalities and 
Powers, and high and lofty Looks, with ſpiritual 
Wickedneſs in High Places: So one of them that 
ſtands in the Power of God, out of the Power 
of the Prince of the Air, is able to chaſe Ten, 
and Ten, a Thoufand ; according to the tighte- 
ous Propheſy of the Holy Man of God: Thoſe | 
that dwell in the Fear of the Lord, and truly 
dread his pure Name at all Times, — ſuch are
